W. A. Sanders gives the Pacific 


Rural Press a resume of his years of ex- 
perience with evergreen millet. He 
says: "I presume that, from my years 
of experience with evergreen millet, and 
the similarity of my land to that of J. 
H\ Lewell, of Fresno, 
that answers 


from my experience ought to be satis- 
factory as to the queries of Mr. Lewell 
in Rural of December 23d. 


1st. It will bpread on to the dryest, 


lands, but not rapidly. It spreads only 
6 to 8 feet yearly by growth of roots 
alone, where seeds are not scattered. 
S«ecls may scatter to any distance. On 
my land, 60 rods from the nearest irri- 
gation, I found a thrifty bunch of it 
growing last fall that could not possibly 
have had any water except the & inches 
of rainfall of last winter. It was grow- 
ing luxuriantly, 2% feet in hight, en- 
tirely green and thrifty where all other 
vegetation w.is reduced to the merest 
dry skeletons by the long, hot summer. 
' 2d. If by being "safe" to i>ew it on 
a colony lot he wishes, lo know whether 
it is possible to limit its spread or erad- 
icate it, I answer: I believe it to be 
practically impossible to 
do either. 


But if by "safe" he means will the 
planting of it prove beneficial on the 
whole, rather than injurious, I answer: 
If you have stook to feed, particularly 
stock liable to injury from "alfalfa 
bloat," it is not only safe, but highly 
advantageous. Whe.-e 10 per cent, or 
more of the feed is evergreen millet, 
such u th^ng as "bloat" is unknown. 
It is eaten with avidity by everything, 
from horses down to ducks. It does 
nob injure the growth of vines or trees 
as much as alfalfa. 
I have trees grow- 


iug C feet yearly right in the midst of 
the grass. 


It is far more valuable than alfalfa, 


to: the following reasons: 1st. It will 
produce a constant Bummer growth of 
luxuriant feed on land too dry for al- 
falfa. 2d. It is iudistractable by go- 
phers for the reason that every half 
iuch of any of its numerous roots will 
produce a new bunch of grass; the roots 
are so numerous gophers can never get 
all of them, as they reach from the sur- 
tuue to the bed-lock, seven feet deep, 
where mine is growing. 3d. Flooding, 
drouth or freezing fail to injure the 
roots or retard the succeeding summer's 
growth. 4th. No 
stock-famine can 


ever occur where it is largely grown, 
for the immense yield of its roots will 
carry fitock over any season of dearth 
£f feed. Two thousand 
bushels of 


roots per acre is a proven fact, They 
can be easily plowed out and harrowed 
measurably clean of dirt, in winch con- 
dition they are greedily eaten. One 
day last wiuter a customer bought 60 Jbs 
of roots; that night his horses broke 
away from a good manger of alfalfa hay 
and ate up the entire lot. 


4th. Stook prefer it to any other 


grass. It equals blue grass Timothy in 
quality of milk and butter produced. 


5th. 
Its nutritions grain-like seeds 


give a yield of grain greater than th»t 
from wheat, oats or barley. 


Johnson grass is very similar, but it 


can be killed by flooding with water 
when the thermometer ranges above 
100 degrees Fahr., its yield of roots is 
less, acd they run only 20 inches be- 
low the sarf.ice, nud can be eradicated 
by repeated summer tallow plowiugs. 
Its yield of seed here is less chaa one- 
fifth of that of evergreen millet, while 
its ability to stand heat and drouth is 
evinced by the less depth to which its 
roots penetrate."

The Mldcroccop*, ana tli« Miner*' 


Materials. 


H. G. Hanks, State Mineralogist, of 


California, lately presented to the San 
Francisco Microscopical Society a collec- 
tion of thirty neatly mounted slides of 
alluvial gold as collected in the hydrau- 
lic placer aud drift mines of California, 
with associate minerals found in clean- 
ing up the sluices. 
These slides were 


arranged to serve as object lenses to il- 
lustratej descriptions of these materials 
in the report of the State Mining Bu 
reau. There were seen, when these 
slides were placed under the microscope, 
a wonderful variety in the forms and 
conditions in which gold comes to the 
miners' hands. There wore crystals of 
beautiful shape and full of lustre, small 
grains looking like the nuggets,'.of the 
early days. Some of the placer gold 
was remarkably pure and free from coat- 
ing, aud amalgamates perfectly on con- 
tact with quicksilver. 
The specimens 


from thejshore of Mono Lake aud from 
San Luis Obispo county were of this 
character. Thero were also a specimen 
from the upper San Joaquin river, in 
Fresno county, which had but the 
slightest coating and showed a tendency 
toward crystallization. 
On the other 


hand, there were good samples of coated 
or "rusty gold," the typical one being 
from the Bed Hill hydraulic mine, in 
Butte county. This is the form of gold 
which resists amalgamation, and for 
this reason a large proportion of the 
p?acer gold, and especially that from 
the ancient river beds, is Jp8' to 'be 
world. The loss is so great that the 
saving of this rusty gold is a problem 
which should commend itself to all in- 
ventors of mining roetnods and pro- 
cesses. 


Among the gold-bearing sands shown 


in the slides was one of the dune sands, 
of which the deposit near the city of 
San Francisco is quite extensive. Nearly 
all the gold grains were seen to be 
rounded. On the other hand, there 
was fine sand from the Spring Valley 
mine, iu Butte county, in which the 
gold grains were all angular, and the 
fine quartz sand from the Polar Star 
hydraulic mine, at Dutch Flat, showed 
gold grains quite sharp and angular. 


The various minerals fouud associat- 


ed with the fine gold grains were very 
interesting and numerous. There was 
a specimen of the "gem sand," so 
called, from Lower Gold Bluffs, in 
Humboldt county, which contained gold, 
platinum, magnetite, chromite, quartz, 
zircons aud red crystals. This is be- 
lieved to bo the result of natural con- 
centration by the action of the waves on 
the ocean beach. A slide of concen- 
tratids from placer washings at Chiqnita 
Joaquin, in Fresno county, contained 
zircons with gold,.and was curious ns 
showing gold in two conditions, as pure 
gold, or nearly so, and as electrum, a 
natural alloy of gold and silver. 


Placer gold with globular pyrite in 


the form of sand was shown from the 
Last Chance miuiug 
district, Placer 


county. This gold is but slightly coat- 
ed. The small cavities are fa some 
cases coated with* silica, and some grains 
show the pyrite attached. The gold is 
remarkably fine. This pyritio sand is a 
very interesting microscopic specimen, 
as the association described is rather 
rare. There were many other curious 
forms of gold shown iu the specimens 
presented to the society.
